With a single, but a not 
unimportant exception, she now enjoys the 
territorial sfatus guo which she enjoyed 
before ‘the war broke out—that single 
exception is, of course, the three northern 
provinces of Manchuria. That those provinces 
would be restored to China, and that 
the process of their restoration would be a 
gradual one, we have known for some time. 
What we do not know even now—and J think 
the want of information is to be regretted, if for 
no other reason than that it is aptto lead to 
popular conjectures and impressions which 
once formed are very difficult to eradicate—are 
the precise circumstances which, presumably, 
made it impossible for the Russian Government
